A. W. Clancy. Elbridge G. Keith was elected 
treasurer of the organization, and William P, 
Williams, secretary. 

Judge Tuthill outlined the plan of the 
proposed institution and emphasized the 
necessity for an institution where the boys 
of Chicago who are growing up in an en- 
vironment of crime can be cared for properly. 

“They should be taken off the streets,“ 
he sald. They ought not to be on the 
streets, I admit, but they are there, and 
it is the duty of the men who have it in 
their power to place them where they can 


be molded into honorable, upright citizens.” 


Tuley Praises Juvenile Court. 

In an address in which he criticised criminal 
law and its practical operation Judge Murray 
F. Tuley said: ‘ 

“The Juvenile Court is the greatest 
advancement and improvement in criminal 
jurisprudence I have seen during my lifetime. 
These boys should be looked after, and it is 
vide a home for them.” 
It was vigorously urged upon those having 
in hand the foundation of the home that it 
should be removed from the possibility of be- 
coming a “ political football” by giving the 
donors a voice in choosing the trustees. Gov- 
ernor Yates was present and agreed that this 
would be a wise plan to pursue. 


Visitation and Aid Meeting. 

While the homeless boy’s future was being 
provided for at the Union league sixty mem- 
bers of the Visitation and Aid society met at 
Kinsley’s and heard how the children of the 
„other half live. They heard from the Ups 
of Judge Oliver H. Horton and from mem- 
bers of the Chicago bar how the Juvenile 
Court is taking these children from the 
streets and assisting them to creep over the 
obstacles of their environment and attain 
‘stalwart and honest manhood. Judge Tut- 
hill was termed the gene of the juvenile.“ 

These two statements were adopted en- 
thusiastically: 

It is wiser and less expensive to save 
children than to punish criminals.”’ 

We advocate the 
Juvenile Court in every State in the union.” 


Judge Horton Urges Organization. 

“TI believe in organization,” said Judge 
Horton. An organization like the Visita- 
tion and Aid society is doing more to fur- 
ther the cause of humanity by taking chil- 
dren who are coursing the downward road 
and converting them into good boys and girls 
than any other society I know of. It is impos- 
sible for the courts to doit alone. It is be-. 
yond the power of the pulpit to accomplish 
it without assistance; It takes all the forces 
that are available, and they must be com- 
bined. 

“According to the figures of Jailer Whit- 
man, in the three years previous to the es- 
tablishment of the Juvenile Court 1,706 chil- 
dren were handled by him. Since the estab- 
lishment ot the Juvenile Court he has had 
thirty-four. If the Juvenile Court can main- 
tain that reagrd it more than pays for the 
expense of its existence.” |

OF ILLINOIS SITUATION. 


Leaves for Washington After g Confer- 
_ ence with His Staff of Appointees and 
Political Aids — Accompanied by 
Congressman Hopkins — Lorimer’s 
Plea to the Executive to Be Supple- 
mented in an. Effort to Suppress 
“Pernicious Activity.” 


Governor Tates held another conference 
with his political friends and advisers at the 
Auditorium Annex yesterday. The chief ad- 
visers were Congressman Hopkins of Aurora 
and ex-Congressman Lorimer of Chicago. 
The friends were mainly appointees or mem- 
bers of the State administration. 

The main thing determined on was that the 
Governor and Congressman Hopkins should 
take the night train for Washington, where 
they would call on President Roosevelt and 
lay before him the political situation in IIII- 
nols as they understand it. 

Many members of the political family of 
the Governor living outside of Chicago were 
present, the leading ones being Lieutenant 
Governor Northcott, Warden Murphy of the 
Joliet Penitentiary, Senator Len Small of the 
Kankakee Insane Asylum, Representative 
Ed Curtis of the same Senatorial district, 
and Senator Bob” Fort of the Pontiac 
Reformatory. 


See Frost on a Boom. 


The conference was largely over the ques- 
tion of the next Senator to be elected from 
Iilinois, but other and nearer matters were 
considered also. It was generally acknowl- 
edged, it being reported that even Congress- 
man Hopkins agreed with the others, that 
the boom of the Aurora Congressman had 
not set the prairies of Illinois on fire to the 
extent that was hoped for when the an- 
houncement of his candidacy was first made.

TAKES PLACE AT MIDDAY. 


Dr. G. H. McCallister was beaten into in- 
eensibility and then locked into the bath- 
room of his apartments in the Marcus flats 
at Forty-fifth street and St. Lawrence ave- 
nue yesterday by a burglar whom he found 
boldly ransacking the place in midday. 

When McCallister recovered consciousness 
he escaped from his imprisonment through 
an airshaft by means of a rope and then 
gave the alarm, but too late to catch the 
marauder, who had escaped with a pair of 
opera glasses and a revolver, taken from 
his victim, besides $50 worth of valuables 
belonging to the family of M. B. Clawson, 
who lives across the hall. 

The victim of the daylight robbery and 
his wife occupy apartments on the third 
floor of the building. 
after a visit to the medical school at Twen- 
ty-fourth and State streets shortly after 
noon he found the door to the flat ajar. 
Thinking his wife had carelessly forgotten 
to lock the door, the physician unsuspéct- 
Ingly entered. The door opens inward into 
the hallway in a way to exclude a view to 
the north end of the hall. 


Looks into a Revolver. 


As Dr. McCallister started to close the door 
he found himself looking into the muzzle of 
a revolver, while a voice commanded him to 
be quiet. Although the man with the weapon 
was much larger, Dr. McCallister instantly 
grappled with him. | 

As he seized the muzzle of the extended 
weapon the physician noticed the robber held 
a billy in the other hand. With one hand 


ored to prevent his assailant from striking 
him with the billy. The men clinched and 
engaged in a flerce struggle. 

In the gourse of the fight Dr. McCallister 
tried to drag his assailant into the hallway. 
He had nearly succeeded when the robber 
disentangled the hand in which he held the 

billy, and the next “instant the physician 
dropped unconscious to the floor. 


Lowers Rope in Air Shaft 


The burglar dragged his victim to the bath- | 


room and shut the door, making his position 
secure by turning the key. The physician 
does not know how long he lay unconscious. 
A narrow window looking out upon an air 
shaft covered with a skylight offered the 
only escape. 

Opening the window Dr. McCallister threw 
out a coil of rope kept as a means of escape 
from fire. Then lowering himself, hand over 
hand, the physician descended until his feet 
struck the ledge of a window opening on the 
second floor. Still holding the rope, he at- 
tempted to raise the window, which was 
locked. He did not have strength enough to 
return, and was confronted with the pros- 
pect of hanging to the rope from the narrow 
window ledge until help arrived. 


Calls for Help Bring Relief. 

Then for the first time Dr. McCallister 
called for help. Fred Payne, 17 years old, 
who was alone in the flat underneath, re- 
sponded, opening the window 80 the physi- 
cian could craw! inside. 

Dr. McCallister, in company with the boy, 
returned up-stairs. The apartments of the 
Clawsons showed evidence that the burglar 
had made haste in his work, as a sum of 
money was found untouched in a trunk, 
Dr. McCallister is suffering from a bruise 
on the left side of his head, where the robber 
struck him with a billy. 


Thinks Burglar a Relative. 

Burglars ransacked the apartments of W. 
S. Haskell, 855 Forty-ninth street, during the 
day. Mrs. Whitchurch, who lives in the flat 
beneath, heard footsteps on the floor above, 
but thought Mr. Haskell’s brother, who had 
been stopping there, was preparing to leave 
for his home. Through the visit of the bur- 
glars, John Haskell, the brother, reported 
missing an emerald scarf pin, a diamond 
ring valued at $100, and a gold medal pre- 
sented to him by Mark Hanna. Mrs. Haskell 
lost some trinkets and $5. This is the second 
time the Haskells have been visited by bur- 
glars, Oct. 12 marking the last visit.

McKinley, or are you afraid of me? Go ahead 
and assassinate if it will carry out the propa- 
ganda, but never forget that I tell you it is 
foolish.” Are you willing to acknowledge 
that assassination is the result of your teach- 
ings or are you not?“ 

With that Chairman T. P. Quinn, who took 
Clarence Darrow’s place, brought down the 
hammer and the crowd quieted. 


Says Voting Is Not Scientific. 

Abraham Isaak then took the floor. He 
apologized for his broken English. He said 
the Anarchists do not dream, but teach, and 
hope that humanity will ultimately agree 
with them. i 

*“ Socialists will never get to the results 
of success through the cess pools of poli- 
tles,“ said Isaak. Every class struggle is 
a revolution—you cannot bring it about with 
the ballot box. Majorities never propagated 
a good reform, Voting never was and never 
will be sclentific.”’ 

Simons in his second turn at the platform 
again taunted Isaak with the assassination 
ghost. He would not let it down. 

Fou will yell, you Anarchists, but you will 
not come into the open,“ he declared. You 
must either favor assassination or not; you 
must take one of the horns of the dilemma or 
keep silent. Tell us, is the man in whose 
hands are the daggers that strike down the 
representatives of authority a fool or not? 


Isaak Condemns Assassin. . 

Isaak faced a quiet audience when he rose 
to close his hour oftalk. He was ready for 
the queries and he began on them. | 

“You say I am dodging the question of 
Czolgosz,”’ he said. That is not true. You 
can no more dodge assassination than you 
can lightning. I saw that man eight weeks 
before he committed what you term his 
crime. I asked him if he knew anything of 
anarchy, and he said he did not. I asked 
him what he was, and he said he was attend- 
ing the socialistic meetings and was enrolled 
in Cleveland.“ 

“You lie!“ shouted the Socialists in the 
audience, but Isaak kept on. 


Says He Could Not Condemn. 

I ͤ do not condemn him; I cannot. He was 
a better man than I am,” continued Isaak. 
“I pass misery on the street, go home, and 
write an editorial. He saw misery and could 
not stand it. He took the life of the man 
he thought was the cause. I repeat he wasa 
better man than I. 

With that Czolgosz was dropped. Isaak 
uring the evening tried to get Simons to 
take up the political end of the argument 
and failed. Simons tried to get Isaak back 
on assassination and failed. Both touched 
briefly on the other features of the two or- 
ganizations, and the meeting adjourned with

N examination of the legal authorities. He 


maintained that Congress had full power 
under the constitution to enact a law pun- 
ishing with death any person killing a Preai- 
dent or assaulting the President with intent 
to kill or aiding, inciting, or procuring such 
an act. He favored rigid provisions in the 
immigration laws for the deportation of 
alien Anarchists. Much of the speech was 
devoted to an explanation of the dangerous 
doctrines ef anarchy and the extent to 
which those doctrines had been propagated 


within recent years. 


Senator Hoar’s Suggestion. 
Senator Hoar’s remarks were interesting as 
coming from the venerable chairman of the 
Judiciary committee, which will have much 
to do with the framing of any legislation on 
this subject. He said the difficulty was that 


assassins of Kings and rulers always gloried — 


in their. crimes, and were in no wise deterred — 
by the fear of punishment. For this reason 
he thought it was almost useless to multiply 
punishments, 

The most effective remedy, he suggested, 
would be to have the civilized nations of the 
world agree upon some desolate spot on thé 
earth’s surface to which all Anarchists who 
upheld assassination or the overthrow offgov- 
ernment should be transported. In such @ 
community the Anarchist could carry out his 
theories of living without a government and 
the ars cae be rid of his presence, 


ject Lesson to Anarchy. 

Let the Anarchists have an object les- 
son, the Senator sald, and let the world 
have an object lesson. Let there be a little 
inoculation of anarchy into the Anarchist 
himself and let him have an anarchistic gov- 
ernment among his fellows. Mr. Hoar said 
banishment would be a proper punishment 
under the constitution, and if all nations 
would agree that every such person be sent 
to a spot where there was no government it 
would be an effective remedy. Certainty, the 
Anarchist could not complain, for in being 
transported to a place of no government he 
would have reached his Utopia. 


Guam an Ideal Spot. 


Guam, one of the possessions recently ac- — 
quired by the United States, would furnish 
an ideal place to which Anarchists could 


be banished. This island is a desolate and, 
forbidding place, and when once an At - 


archist is placed upon its shores there would 
be no chance for escape, as few steamers 
enter the ports of the island.

McComas Speaks at Length. 

Senator McComas spoke at length on his 
resolution of yesterday, saying in part: 

“Within seven years President Carnot, 
Prime Minister Canovas del Castillo, the Em- 
press of Austria, King Humbert, and Presi- 
dent McKinley have been assassinated by 
Anarchists. Our homes are still under the 
shadow of national grief for our best beloved 
President, and the heart of the world is with . 
us in our sorrow. It is humfliating to con- 
sider how impotent are our federal laws te 
punish this fearful crime. 

“These tragic assassinations in five coun« 
tries widely separate in so short a time show 
that this hideous crime of anarchy is in- 
creasing. To abnormal minds possessed with 
this impulse to homicide envy and vanity 
give a peculiar fascination to the idea of a- 
sassinating a King or President. Congress 
must legislate against this_new peril with 
courage, with firmness, but also with 
servatism and prudence.

Andrew Burkhauser, a non-union ma- 
chinist employed by the Allls-Chalmers com- 
pany) charged with the murder of Ferdi- 
nand Trapp on the evening of Nov. 20, was 
held to the Criminal Court by a Coroner's 
jury yesterday afternoon.

LIST OF MISDEEDS IS LONG. 


New York, Dec. 5.—[Special.}]—Detective 
Sergeants Moody and Leeson boarded La 
Gascogne half an hour before it salled today 
and arrested the Count de Toulouse Lau- 
tre,“ a swindler of international reputation 
who was born forty-three years ago in a small! 

rovincial town in Russia as plain Nicholas 

vergne. For purposes of incognito Ba- 
vergne, or Lautrec.” usually gives to the 
police of whatever country he happens to be 
arrested in the name of Nicholas Erosna.” 

This time Lautrec is wanted in Toronto, 
and the New York police are giving a helping 
hand to their Canadian colleagues. A tele- 
gram from the chief constable of Toronto was 
received at police headquarters on Wednes- 
day, saying that in the brief fortnight that 
had elapsed since his release on parole from 
the St. Vincent de Paul penitentiary at Mont- 
real the Count had succeeded in swin- 
dling several persons by introducing himself 
as a representative of the American-Cuban 
Trading company of New York, and that it 
was probable he had sought this port to take 


passage for France, . 
Loud Protests When Arrested. 
Aboard La Gascogne, sure enough, the de- 


tectives discovered the Count.“ He had no 
ticket and only $38 in his possession, so the 
supposition is he was about to try to beat 
his way to Havre. 

When made a prisoner his protests against 
the indignity put upon him were so vociferous 

and high-keyed that the detectives had to 

bundle him down the gang plank and off the 
pier in the most humiliating manner in order 
to prevent a riot. Once outside the danger 
zone with their prisoner the detectives con- 
veyed him in a more leisurely fashion to po- 
lice headquarters and thence to the Jefferson 
Market court.

Criminal Record Is Long. 

His crimifial fecord surprises less by its 
blackness than its length, variety, and cos- 
mopolitanism, though some of the items are 
sensational enough, as, for instance, an es- 
cape from Siberia and a recapture. The 
first time he came in conflict with justice 
was in 1883 when the court at Tula, Russia. 
sentenced him to imprisonment and deprived 
him of his rights ae a citizen for an assault. 

After that he was convicted of swindling 
in Paris, and in Brussels, and in time got 
back to Russia to get arrested in Moscow 
for forgery, and bundled off to the Siberian 
Province of Torusk. His stay there being 
made unpleasant by various restrictions, he 
forged a passpor? and shook the Siberian 
dust off his feet, but was captured and sent 
back to Viadivostok, on the Pacific coast. 
He promptly skipped to Corea, and from 
there made his way to this country. 

Then he began by introducing himself as 
an agent for the Russian government author- 
ized to make contracts for the Transsiberian 
railway, and when the Russian Consul Gen- 
eral denounced him as a swindler replied 
with a challenge, which was disregarded. 

In April he was arrested in Chicago for cir- 
culating fraudulent Cuban war bonds in Can- 
ada and vanished into the St. Vincent de Paul 
Penitentiary on a five years’ sentence. but 
Was released on parole on Nov. 18 this year, 
so he has been out of jal only two weeks. 

The police say he is known to have seen 
the inside of German prisons also. Traces 
of his activity in this country have been 
found in San Francisco, St. Louis, Chicago, 
and some Ohio cities, and the stories he has 
told of himself there would form an appro- 
priate appendix to the Munchausen ro- 
mances. As a specimen it may be mentioned 
that he has laid claim to the throne of Hun- 
gary. 


a Career in This City. 

Count Toulouse de Lautrec made the Chi- 
cago police no end of trouble during his brief 
stay in the city. He was arrested at the Au- 
ditorium Annex, where he was stopping with 
his wife, on April 20, 1900, at the request of 
the Montreal, Que., authorities. He fought 
extradition successfully for several months, 
but finally was compelled to cross the line 
and answer for forgeries charged against 
him, 

Count Lautrec came to America in April, 
1900, Stopping in Nova Scotia. While living 
there in style he disposed of some coupons 
from Massachusetts bonds, to which he is 
said to have forged the signatures. On these 
bonds he obtained between $400 and $500. 
The forgery was not discovered until the 
bonds cleared through Montreal. Then the 
responsibility of tracing him fell upon the 
Montreal Bank. 

He was followed by detectives until located 
here, and local officers took him under their 
wing. Lautrec endeavored to bluff” his 
way through, but the Canadian officers were 
insistent, and, backed by William Wyndham, 
the British Consul, they secured the prisoner.

HARVARD MAN CLIMBS GRANITE 
OLIFF AT NEW HAVEN 


J. A. Whitehead, Visiting in Connectt- 


cut Town; Shows Yale Youths How 
to Ascend Precipice—Crawis 400 Feet 
Up Face of Rock at Night After Din- 
ing Freely — Misstep at Any Stage 
Would Have Meant Death — Crowd 
Watches Adventurous Youth, 


New Haven, Conn., Dec. 5.—[Special.)— 
The feat of W. S. Merrill, Harvard 04, who 
ate three steaks, two mutton chops, two 
dishes of peas, and drank two pints of water 
and two cups of coffee last night for a $3 
wager, is dwarfed in the estimation of the 


other students and the residents of this city 


by the feat of J. A. Whitehead, another 
Harvard student, who is visiting friends in 


Lale, in climbing the Bast Rock, a granite 
‘cliff, nearly 400 feet high, in front of which 


stande the Soldiers’ Monument. 

The rock is a sheer precipice, and for a 
hundred feet offers only the slightest hold 
for foot or hand, but Whitehead climbed 
to the top of it, where he fell almost ex- 
hausted, while the shouts of several hundred 
students and others who had gathered to 
wattch hie perilous ascent rang indistinotly 
in his ears. 

Whitehead risked his life, for a misstep at 
any stage of his upward progress after he 
had gone twenty feet would have meant 
death, He is still suffering from the nervous 
strain. 

Feat Accomplished at Night. 

The feat was accomplished at night, as 

Whitehead did 0 to have too large 


a crowd watching h He was prompted to 

try the ascent of th cliff by hearing other 

students telling of the impossibility of do- 
it. 

Whitehead was with a party that had 
been at a restaurant where liquid refresh- 
ments were imbibed freely. On the way 
home, as the party passed the Soldiers’ 
Monument, one student remarked: “I'd 
like to see the man who could climb that 
rock.“ 

„Would you?” said Whitehead. „Well, 
I'll gratify your desire.” 

He thereupon approached the side of the 
cliff! and began the ascent. 


Crowd Watches Daring Student. 

Slowly the student climbed. He rested at 
every new foothold. Before he climbed far 
his fingers were torn and bruised by the 
rock, but he could not turn back. The men 
watching Whitehead were almost afraid to 
move or talk, fearing the slightest commo- 
tion would cause him to lose his grasp on the 
naked rock. 

Gradually the young fellow worked his way 
up, and in a time, which seemed an age to 
the watchers, he reached the top and fell 
exhausted. 

Whitehead was assisted to his quarters 
and a physician dressed the injuries to his 
fingers. He said today that several times 
during the ascent he almost lost his balance, 
and felt so dizzy that he saw death staring 


him in the face.

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GRAIN SHIP NELSON SAVED 
FROM STORMS IN PACIFIC. 


Has Seven Days’ Encounter with Gales;

Portland, Ore., Dec. 5.—The British ship 
Nelson, which was reported lost off the 
Columbia River yesterday, was towed into 
Puget Sound today by the steamer Walla 
Walla, bound from San Francisco to Seattle.

Dr. Schwegel Says Helpless 
Injured Austrians Are Kept 
Away from Friends. 


Charges Immigrants Are Kept: 


from Him and Induced to 
Accept Paltry Damages. 


MAY TAKE CASE INTO COURT, 


After vain efforts to locate a number of 
Austrian immigrants who he fears were in 
the wreck of the Wabash train No. 18. near 
Seneca, Mich., on Nov. 28, Dr. Hans Sch wegel, 
acting Consul General of Austria-Hungary, 
propeses to compel the railroad company to 
reveal the whereabouts of his injured coun- 
trymen. 

The Austrian legation at Washington has 
been communicated with and the courts may 
be appealed to. 

“These poor, ignorant immigrants, whe 
cannot speak a word of English, were spirited 
away tmmedately after the wreck and I 
cannot trace them.“ said the Consul yester- 
day. “The Wabash company is exerting 
every effort to keep me from communicating 
with them. The claim agent of the road 
takes advantage of their ignorance and 
duces them to sign an absolute release for a 
mere song. It is an outrage. 
to investigate the legality of the proceedings 
from first to last. The same outrageous and 
callous methods were adopted by the Wabash 
road after the wreck last summer, 

Says Victims Are Spirited Away. 

“ What I want to knowisthis: Has a ral 
road a legal right to spirit away victims of 
accidents occurring on its line to parts Une 
known and then make it almost impossible 
for them to communicate with their friends? 
And I also want to know if the victims De- 
come practically the property of the railroad 
company the moment they are injured and 
the road can carry them wherever it wants 
The June wreck to which Consul Schwegel 
refers occurred kt Cass Station on the night 


outright and several score injured. Twenty- 
seven injured were taken to the railroad hos- 
pital at Peru on the night of the accident. 
Dr. Schwegel tried to communicate with the 
injured Italian immigrants and declares that 
he received shabby treatment at the hands of 
the hospital officials and was not permitted to 
talk to his countrymen.

On-July 20 Goy- 
ernor Durbin forwarded to Washington « 
denial of the charges and the case was 
dropped. 


Trouble at the Hospital. 

The statement of Consul Schwegel as to 
| the treatment he received is as follows: 

„ went to the hospital,” he said, “and 
presented my card. A demand was at once 
made on me for credentials from the legation 
at Washington, but. at last Dr. Griswold 
granted me permission, saying that it was 
‘all right for me to talk to the men, but thas 
he did not want me to help them collect any 
damages from the railroad company.“ I 
was told to walt awhile in the office of the 
hospital and I was never left alone while 
waiting there. A number of doctors treated 
me much like a burgier.” 

I do not know the whereabouts of half or 
one-third

Down-Town Hostelries Place a Few 
Guests in Outlying Districts, but 


In spite of the fact that every hotel in Chi- 
cago is filled to the limit, visitors continued 
to pour into the city yesterday to attend the 
stock show and other attractions, and to do 
their Christmas shopping. Last night hotel- 
keepers announced that although they had

Instead of diminishing, the crowd in the 
city increased yesterday.

FIRM QULTS APTER ARREST 


‘ODIUM OF CHARGES SAID TO HAVE 
RUINED ITS BUSINESS. 


Partners in Adams Electrical Company, 
Dismissed by the Court on Accusa- 
tions of Willfully Destroying Chi- 
cago Telephone Property, Allege 


They Were Unable to Withstand Dis- | 


trust Which They Met on Part of 
Their Patrons. 


A whole firm has been put out of business | 


by the arrest of the principals. The court 
exonerated them, but the odium of arrest 
aroused distrust and business fell away 
until the Adams Electrical compagy, accord- 
ing to its partners, found its reputation 
questioned everywhere. So effectively were 
the men crushed that they decided they 
might as well shut up shop.“ 

The trouble came upon the firm Thanksgiv- 
ing day, according to the story related by 
Secretary W. P. Schaap. He and the Presi- 
dent of the company, J. C. McCray, were 
walking along California avenue, near West 
Adams street, when they observed a wire 
hanging across their pathway about the 
height of their heads. 

McCray. caught the wire and began to roll 
it up. In doing so he burst a fuse, thereby 
breaking a circuit, as the wire was a tele- 
phone line. William Patterson, a non-union 
lineman in the employ of the Chicago Tele- 
phone company, saw the act, and, supposing 
Schaap and McCray were striking linemen, 
filed complaints against them. . 


Arrested, but Discharged. 

They were arrested and taken to the War- 
ren Avenue Station on Friday. Schaap says 
he was held ten hours without bond, while 
McCray lay in jail four hours. They were 
released, to appear on Dec. 3 for trial. When 
they appeared before Justice Chott on Tues- 
day Attorney Carl Ross, representing the tel- 
ephone company, atempted to show that the 
men were destroying the company’s property 
maliciously. 

The defense offered no testimony, Attorney 
D. V. Gallery, who represented Schaap and 
McCray, asking the court to dismiss the case 
as there was no evidence against his clients. 
Justice Chott agreed with him, and the young 
men were discharged, the justice adding 
that there absolutely was nothing against 
Schaap to show he touched the wire at all, 
while the testimony against McCray did not 
prove any malice on his part or desire to in- 
jure any one. : 

Says Arrest Ruined Trade. 

“ Since our arrest we have found it impos- 
sible to do anything,” said Mr. Schaap. “One 
instance will Mustrate our treatment every- 
where. We had fixed a bell for a man, and 
when we presented the bill were told to 
‘Clear out or you will be arrested again. I 
believe you broke the bell just to get to repair 
it.“ After several experiences of that kind 
we gave it up.” 3 

The Adams Electrical company was lo- 
cated at 1166 West Adams street. Both Mc- 
Cray and aap are under 21 years of age, 
and consequently too young to be eligible to 
membership in the union. 

“Employés of the telephone company 
found McCray and Schaap tearing down its 
wire and rolling it up,” said Attorney Ross, 
“and had them arrested. At the trial we 
showed that they had broken a fuse and had 
rolled up some of the wire. Justice Chott 
held that while they had been guilty of 
destroying property he did not think their 
action malicious and for this reason dis- 


charged them.”

The great building is filled with exhibits of 


MANY PLAGES 50 SKATE 


MUNICIPAL PONDS PROVIDED IN 
AT LEAST SIX CHICAGO WARDS. 


Miniature Lakes in Small Parks Will 
Afford Sport Near at Home for Many 
People During the Winter—One Po- 
liceman Follows a Plow in His 
Eagerness to Provide a Place for 
the Steel Runners—Lack of Money 
a Drawback. | 


In at least six Chicago wards skates will 
be suitable Christmas presents this year 
There will be places where they can be used, 
and the boy who gets them will not have to 
hang them away with regret for their useless- 
ness. In five of the small parks artificial 
ponds have been constructed. Assoon asthe 
temperature reaches the freezing point they 
will be flooded and then opened to the public. 

In addition to these municipal skating 
ponds, the first the city has possessed, sev- 
eral Aldermen are securing the privilege of 
free city water for the same purpose. Al- 


obtained the privilege for four ponds in his 
ward. 

With these preparations for the winter, 
skating promises to, become a popular sport. 
Hitherto it has been limited to those who 
could reach the parks. The roughness of the 
fee inside the breakwater on the lake has 
prevented much skating there in recent years 
and the river, which once was a great skat- 
ing place, cannot be used now because the 
tugs break up the ice as rapidiy as it forms. 


Carmody Follows a Plow. 

The Special Parks commission of the city, 
which has prepared the artificial ponds in the 
small parks, has been hampered with lack 
of money for the work and has been forced 
to economize. One of these economies has 
produced the hardest working policeman the 
city ever had. For the last week Policeman 
Michael Carmody from the Cottage Grove 
Avenue Station has been pushing a plow and 
following behind a scraper in the park at 
Wabash avenue and Twenty-fourth street. 

Carmody was assigned to work in connec- 
tion with this park. When it became neces- 
sary to make the excavation and banking 
for the artificial ponds, and there was no 
money to employ workmen, the policeman 
undertook the task. 

All the municipal ponds are about ready 
for the water, and the first freezing weather 
will provide skating for the boys. One of the 
ponds is in the First Ward, just at the edge 
of the business district—in Plymouth court, 
just south of Harrison street. :

BIRTH RECORD POORLY KEPT. 


Professor James Says That Dut One in 
Thirty-six in Cook Count 
Is Noted. 


Professor Edmund J. James of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago yesterday afternoon told the 
Daughters of the American Revolution that 
the Cook County records show but one birth 
to every 1,000 population in a year, whereas 
the normal rate should be about 36 to every 
1,000. He did not give these figures as indi- 
cating a decrease in population, but said they 
showed how poorly the records are kept, as 
only one birth in thirty-six is recorded. Other 
records are almost equally as unreliable, he 
eaid. 


Professor James is President of the State 
Historical society, and told of the plans for 
erecting a building at Springfield: or Cham- 
paign for the preservation of Illinois his- 
tory. He also asked the cotiperation of the 
daughters in securing a historical survey 
of the State.

Green told me that Elliott told him that 
a detective with one finger missing had as- 
sisted him in a North Side robbery two weeks 
ago,“ said the Chief.

Lake Forest University has again become 
Lake Forest College. On petition of faculty 
and students, the trustees of the institution 
have adopted the old name, which was aban- 
doned thirteen years ago when it was thought 
the expansion of the school warranted its 
being called a university.

SEEK FACTS IN STREETS 


From 6 o'clock in the evening until 5:86 
o'clock in the morning child laborers in cér- 
tain publishing houses and binderies are 
working day after day. When the army of 
tollers is going home at night these children 
are coming down-town. At midnight they 
are given a half hour for supper. In the 
morning, when the workmen are coming 
back, they are getting on street cars for the 
long ride home. ‘ 

Some of these child workers are under the 
age at which the State permits more than ten 
hours’ work a day. Many of them are young 
girls. When Factory Inspectors Davies and 
Roedersheimer went through the bindery and 
publishing houses last night many of the 
children were found without afiadvits, which 
constitutes a violation of the State laws. 

Working Eleven Hours. 

The largest establishment inspected was 
that of Robert O. Law, 341 Dearborn street, 
Here, in an atmosphere heavy with the smell 
of fresh printers’ ink, paper, and glue, young 
girls and still younger boys were working 
throughout the night. Nearly all were work 
ing eleven hours, It becomes a violation of 
the State law when the child is under i¢ 
years of age, and a number of such were 
found. 

Take the case of Walter Diedrich as gn 
example. The boy was 14 years old last 
Octuber, and he has been working for the 
printing firm for several months. He, with 
the rest, comes to work at 6 o’clock in the 
evening. He quits work at 5:80 o'clock in 
the morning. He is under the age at which 
the State allows work for eleven hours, and 
is barely over the age at which the State per- 
mits work at all. 

Young Girls Toil All Night. 

Among the girls who work all night among 
the stacks of books were found similar cases 
where the age was under the limit allowed ~ 
by law. 

Before the inspectors got into the publish- 
ing house section of the city they conducted 
a warfare on the streets, capturing boys and 
- girls as they were leaving their work. In the 
Market street district it was safe to assume 
that every child found on the street was 
coming from work, and the inspectors laid 
in wait for such. a 


„Boy Shies at Inspector.

ASK REPEAL OF INSURANCE LAW 


Business-Men of Louisiana and Missis- 
sippi Feel Effects of Anti-Corpora- 
tion Legislation. 


New Orleans, La., Dec. 5.—[(Special. 
While Georgia and other Southern States 
are contemplating the passage of laws hostile 
to insurance.companies the business-men of 
Louisiana and Mississippi are demanding the 
repeal of the laws hostile to insurance com- 
panies now on the’statute books. 

In New Orleans there are more than fifty 
large business concerns unable to secure all 
the fire insurance they need, while out in 
the State the sugar-houses, the rice mills, 
and other large values are experiencing the 


The trouble dates back two or three years 
ago to the, ways of anti-corporation senti- 
ment that passed over Louisiana and Missis- 
sippi which was followed by the enactment 
of valued policy, anti-compact, anti-reinsur- 
ance, and high taxation laws, 

A year ago there were ninety-five fire insur- 
ance companies licensed to do business in 
Louisiana, but during the last eleven months 
twenty-one of them have retired, explaining 
that the risk and expense were too great.

ceptions to Recent Article Which 
Urges Use of “ Red Albumen.” 


Editor of The Tribune: A few days ago 


there appeared in Tun Trisune an article 
signed J. L. Naughton, in which it was stated 
that the writer heard a professor of chem- 
istry in a medical college say that the reason 
hens do not lay in winter is because of the 
lack in their food of albumen, from which to 
elaborate material from which to form the 
yolks of the eggs. 

The writer then states that “ powdered red 
albumen,” mixed with an equal quantity of 
black or red pepper, will stimulate egg pro- 
duction wonderfully, and gives as an ex- 


If albumen is needed to feed hens it is not 
needed for furnishing yolk material, because 
the yolks of eggs are largely fat and mineral 
salts, of which albumen forms no part. 

Laying hens no doubt need a comparatively 
large proportion of albumen in their food, 
from which to supply the material for the 
white of the eggs they produce, these being 


almost pure albumen. This supply of albu- 


men may be cheaply secured in form of dried 


blood, which selis at two cents a pound at 
retail. This dried blood is 50 per cent albu- 
ment and is sold in the form of a red powder, 
which suggests that this may be the pow- 
dered red albumen referred to.

The writer has made poultry a special 
study for twenty years, and during that time 
has made many and costly experiments, 
among the most costly being the feeding of 
pepper. 

May I be permitted to add that the best 
way to promote egg production in winter is 
to feed wholesome foods, such as corn, 
wheat, oats, mill stuffs, vegetables, and ani- 
mal foods in the form of dried beef scraps, 
dried blood, or freshly cut green bone. Meat 
food in some form and vegetable food are 
necessary to best results. Besides these, a 
warm shelter, plenty of light, pure water,

American food as long as the supplies hold 


out. 
Before the contributions are sent, however, 
it would be well to decide just what form 
they ought to take. All persons who have 
bandied contributions of food and clothing 
knew how necessary such a precaution is. 
To send a suit ot clothes so far that the 
vharges of transportation are greater than 
the value of the clothes; to send food that 
is uieuitable to begin with or that spoils 
om the way; to send medicine that cannot 
be used—these things are foolish, but they 
ate frequent. The best kind of contribu- 
tiom, after all, ia money. ‘This fact was made 
clear during the Galveston disaster. Money 
Can be sent directly to persons who are in-, 
Umately acquainted with the weeds of the 
case and who can buy the things that will 
de the most good. In this way there is 
no waste, and every cent finds its proper use, 
Nor is this the only advantage to be gained. 
The expenses and time of transmission are 
largely diminished. Money can be tele- 
graphed or cabled for a comperatively small 
sum, and the result is that more money is 
spent at the destinetion and less on the route 
and relief is given at once. There need be 
no delay about collecting money, but as 
food and clothing it is better to 
communicate with persons who are thor-

Mr. Littlefield, who is a good constitu- 
tional lawyer, is satisfied that Congress can 
adopt and enforce a measure of this kind. 
E. H. Gary, who is a lawyer who has been 
a Judge, and who is now chairman of the 
Executive committee of the United States 
Steel corporation, questions the power of 
Congress in the premises. He holds that 
corporations, being the creatures of States, 
can be regulated by States alone. 

The decision as to whether Congress has 
or has not this power rests primarily with 
Congress itself. Until it shall have legis- 
lated there will be no opportunity for the 
courts to pass on the question as to whether 
its legislation is or is not constitutional.
